Tbo Cbroniela reports 10.39-1 
notewortbj fires in the United States 
dnriuR 1S37, an increase of 1.17U over 
18SC. Tho value of Iho property burned 
was S119.209.380, an inoruase of S14,2&1,- 
C30 over 1SSG. Tbe averflge loss by fire 
was 37,272, against SG.^CO m 188G. A bou* 
58 per cent o( the •syhole loss ia estimated
